In 
recent years it has not 
been used. 
About six years ago 
the box w’as 
removed to the Third street building, 
together with something like a p eck 
of geological sp ecimens. It had been 
p laced on top of a p ile of old frames 
and sashes and there it remained until 
about a year ago. 
John Jones, a p lumber residing just 
below the school house, was engaged 
at that time to do some gas fitting, 
and the box attracted his attention 
on account of its substantial construc­ 
tion. He

temp ted to lift it from its p osition on 
top of the p ile of rubbish. The chest 
was too heavy to lift and Jam es crawl­ 
ed up to see what it contained.

p a y e r s W i l l Bear Unequal Burdens. 
How the Reduction Would Work. 


The tax question, as stated in the 
Hews Review of Saturday, ha# become 
an exceed in g ly live one with the peo­ 
ple. In the following communication 
to the News Review, Dr. R. J. Mar- 
iball, president 
of 
council, 
makes 
Borne interesting observations: 
To the Editor of the News Review: 
The tax question has come up, and 
to being talked about in the coming 
primaries. 
Perm it me to say council 
cannot help but levy a tax that will 
be an outrage on many people, it m at­ 
ters not who they elect. It la the same 
with the board of education and the 
county commissioners. 
Let me 
ex­ 
plain : 
For years—eight, at 
least—council 
has never changed the levy. 
Ct was 


12 mills then; it is 12 mills today. All 
increases have been due to the board 
of education, county commissioners or 
increased valuation on some Individ­ 
ual property by reason of 
improve­ 
ments. 
And when by reason of 
im­ 
provement, your assessor first, then 
the board of equalization, fixes the 
tax valuation, not council. 
Now, let 
us see. 
Council has no control over 
the county 
commissioners 
or 
the 
board of education. 
Therefore 
the 
city levy is all it can control. 
The 
levy is now 12 mills; valuation (old). 
$3,410,000. which raised $40,920; new 
valuation, personal and real, approxi­ 
mate, $0,500,000. 
Now, to raise the 
same amount of money, 7 1/* 
mills 
would raise about $41,250. 
On the 
surface that would seem like making 
a big reduction in the millage. 
And 
lf all valuations were equal, that Is, 
all property valued at its actual worth 
or an equal per cent of 
its 
actual 
worth-then there would be no injus­ 
tice to anyone, but if council would be 
unjust, it would be unjust to all alike. 
Now to explain where the 
outrage 
comes in and why some will be great­ 
ly benefited and some greatly wrong­ 
ed. 
Here is a business block, worth $35,* 
OOO, valued at $4,500; 7% mills on that 
would make 
the 
tax. $26.25. 
Here 
is another property, a residence worth 
$1,500, valued at $1,200. 
A tax of 7% 
mills on that would make the tax $9. 
One man has $35,000 worth of prop­ 
erty and pays $25.25. 
The other has 
about one twenty-third as much prop­ 
erty and pays over one-third as much 
tax. 
There is no way council can make it 
fight, only by following the 
advice 
of Attorney Brooks. And every voter 
should see that the councilman 
he 
votes for should pledge himself 
to 
vote for no member of the equaliza­ 
tion board, who won’t first pledge him- 
wlf to correct the valuations along the 
lines laid out by Mr. Brooks.

am ount 
of money, 7*4 
mills 
would raise about $41,250. 
On the 
surface that would seem like making 
a big reduction in the millage. 
And 
lf all valuations were equal, that is, 
all property valued at its actual worth 
or an equal per cent of 
its 
actual 
worth—then there would he no injus­ 
tice to anyone, but if council would be 
unjust, it would be unjust to all alike. 
Now to explain where the 
outrage 
comes in and why some will be great­ 
ly benefited and some greatly wrong­ 
ed.

mills on that

tax, $26.25. 
Here 
is another property, a residence worth

THE DRUMHEAD BUSINESS. 


A Un ire Long Island Industry W hich 
P rospers by War. 
Few people know th at more than half 
the banjo and drum heads sold in the 
United States are made on Long Is­ 
land. 
Near the railroad station at 
Cold Spring is a little red building sur­ 
rounded by fram es, in which skins are 
stretched for drying, while near by is 
an artificial pond, with wooden sides 
and bottom, tilled with a chemical mix­ 
ture. 
It is an unpretentious establish­ 
ment. but In our two wars aud In the 
peace between it has fathered a great 
deal of noise. The business was estab­ 
lished in ISIK), and success was almost 
Immediate. 
Competition was strong 
after the rush of w ar orders was over, 
but the business has advanced In im­ 
portance until now there are hut three 
factories in this country whose opposi­ 
tion can be felt. 
Two of these are in 
Brooklyn and the other at High View, 
N. Y. 
New York m arkets furnish the salt­ 
ed raw skins from which the drum ­ 
heads are made. 
The hair is removed 
from the skins by a chemical bath in 
the artificial pond, and the skins are 
then stretched on the racks and dried. 
A thorough scraping removes any par­ 
ticles of fat or flesh that may have 
adhered to the dried skin, which is 
then the thickness of parchm ent. The 
skins are thoroughly bleached in the 
drying process and are then ready for 
cutting into heads. 
During the Span­ 
ish-American w ar the factory was fair­ 
ly swamped with orders for drum ­ 
heads, 500 dozen heads often being or­ 
dered at one time. 
The principal de­ 
mand was for the “tenor” drum, on 
which a loud accompaniment to the 
fife or bass instrum ent can be pro­ 
duced. 
Kangaroo skins make the costliest 
drumheads. 
W hen dressed, they are 
showy, but beyond their appearance 
and name they are of no greater value 
than heads made from calfskin. Sheep­ 
skin Is used for cheap toy drum s.—New 
York Tost.

child 
was christened Gershom — for 
Moses’ wife “bare him a son and called 
his name Gershom, for he said I have 
been in a strange land.” 
Many names have a pathos and sad 
ness which can bt* felt down through 
the centuries. 
Dame Dinely, widow of 
a doctor, or barber surgeon, who had 
died in the snow while striving to visit 
a distant patient, named her poor babe 
Fathergoue. 
Tile children of Roger Glapp were 
named Experience. W althill, Preserv­ 
ed, Hopestlll, Wait, Thanks, Decide, 
Unite aud Supply. 
Madam Austin, an 
early settler of old Narragansett, had 
15 children. Their names wen* Parvis, 
Ficus, 
Piersus, 
Prlsemus, 
Polybius, 
Lois, Lett ice. Avis, Austice, Eunice, 
Mary. John. Elizabeth, Ruth, Freelove. 
Ail lived to be threescore and ten, one 
to be 103 years old.

Hoped For, More Mercy and Re­ 
store.

offspring 
were Return, Believe and Tremble.—

A Railroril Structure Suffered to Extent 
of About 9250,000. 
New York, March l l —The building 
owned and occupied by the New York, 
New Haven aud H artford 
Railroad 
company, for the general offices of 
several departm ents, at W illis avenue 
and One H undred aud Thirty-second 
street, was heavily dam aged by fire. 
It is estim ated th at the dam age to 
the building and the valuable records 
stored there will probably aggregate 
$350,000. 
Thirty clerks employed in 
the building at the tim e of the fire 
escaped w ith difficulty. 
The building was 300 by 40 feet iii 
dim ensions and three stories high. 


French Baker*. 
Bakers In France are subject to re­ 
strictions aud regulations undreamed 
of in England. 
In the fortified towns 
along the frontier they are bound by 
law to have a certain stock of flour al­ 
ways on hand in case of emergencies. 
The bakery uot only has to be kept 
clean, but the baker has to deposit 
with the local authorities a certain 
sum of money as a surety for the prop­ 
er conduct of his business. 
The law also looks after his weights 
and 
measures, 
which 
circum stance 
places him in the same position as the 
British baker, but in addition the law 
regulates the price at which bread can 
be sold. 
Napoleon III ordered on one occasion 
th at a loaf about equal to our quartern 
should be sold for uot more than six­ 
pence, and this a t a time when we 
were paying eightpence and ninepence.

Near the railroad station at 
Cold Spring Is a little red building sur­ 
rounded by frames, in which skins are 
stretched for drying, while near by Is 
an artificial pond, with wooden sides 
and bottom, filled with a chemical m ix­ 
ture. 
It is an unpretentious establish­ 
ment. but In our two w ars and in the 
peace between it has fathered a great 
deal of noise. 
The business was estab­ 
lished In I SUO. and success was alm ost 
Immediate. 
Competition was strong 
after the rush of w ar orders was over, 
but the business bas advanced in Im­ 
portance until now thor*' are but three 
factories In this country whose opposi­ 
tion eau lie felt.

The bakery not only has to be kept 
clean, but the baker has to deposit 
with the local authorities a certain 
sum of money as a surety for the prop­ 
er conduct of his business. 
T he law also looks after his weights 
and 
measures, 
which 
circum stance 
places him in the same position as the 
British baker, but in addition the law 
regulates the price a t which bread can 
be sold. 
Napoleon III ordered on one occasion 
th a t a loaf about equal to our quartern 
should be sold for not more than six­ 
pence, and this a t a time w hen we 
were paying eightpence and ninepence.
